- Prominent 
Chinese have been moving’ their 
residence to avoid the kidnappers 
and some have taken rooms in 
foreign-owned hotels. : 

Many suggestions are , being 
made to meet this problem, which 
has aroused widespread — fear 
among the wealthy and prominent 
Chinese, Meetings have been held 
during the past few days and pro- 
posals are being submitted to the 
Settlement authorities, ‘but it quile 
lear that no proposal will be of 
any yalue unless the families of 
the kidnapped persons immediately 
notify the police and. unless when- 
ever money is paid over, the police 
be given the details as to how the 
payments were made and who re- 
ceived the ‘money. It ,is known 
that very effort is made by the 
familiey of kidnapped persons to 
keep the stories out of the news- 
papers on the mistaken idea that 
publicity will result in death to 
the accused, As a matter of fact 
the last thing in the world the kid- 
nappers desire is to see their man 
‘dead, as a dead body is worthless, 
while if the unfortunate person {3 
alive, there is always the possibil- 
ity of getting some money for him.

Thondon, Oct, 24, 
The death has occurred of the 
Marquess of Casibridge, after an 
operation—Reuter. , 

; ., London, Oct, 24, 

The Marquess of Cambridge, a 
brother of Queen Mary, died in a 
nursing home at Shrewsbury this 
evening. For’ some time 
past he had been in ill-health. 
To-day it was found his condition 
had become serious, and an opera- 
tion was hurriedly, performed, but 
failed to save his life. . - 

The Marquess, who was born at 
Kensington Palace 59 years ago, 
was the eldest son of the late Duke 
of Teck and Princess Mary Adel- 
aide, daughter of the first Duke of 
Cambridge. He made his career 
in the British Army, serving first 
with the Seventeenth Lancers and 
later with the First Life Guards. 

He took an active part in the 
South African war and wag pre- 
sent at the relief of Kimberley. 
During the Great War, he acted 
ag Assistant Military Secretary at 
the War Office and subsequently as 
Assistant. Military Secretary at 
General Headquarters in France, 
with the rank of Brigadier General, 

He succeeded to, the title of the 
Duke of Teck in 1900, on the death 
of his father, but relinquished the 
title in 1917, when he was created 
Marquess of Cambridge.—-British 
Wireless. . ‘ 

Adolphus Charles Alexander Al- 
bert Edward George Philip Louis 
‘Ladislausa, Marquesg of Cambridge, 
was born on August.18, 1868, and. 
was educated at Wellington 
College and at thé Royal Military 
College at Sandhurst...He served, 
besides the period he spent"in the 
army, as Military Attache. at 
Vienna, in 1904, His orders and 
decorations included “the G.C.B,, 
G.C.V.0!, C.M.G., the First Class 
Order of the Red Eagle of Ger.

Order. of. Francis Joseph of 
Austria.". He married, .in 1894, 
Lady Margaret Grosvenor, a 
daughter of the Duke of Weat- 
minster, and leaves two sons and 
two" daughters, :

JUDGE'S CONVICTION. 


The case of the United States 
vy. K. M. Crawley, in which the 
latter was charged with obtaining 
money by false pretences; was 
resumed before Judge Milton D, 


for lina, at Shanghai, on Vriday, 
after a preliminary hearing which 
was conducted beford .Commis- 
sioner Nelson E. Lurton on 
September 6. :

Sldney Moss represented the 
accused, while the prosecutioh. 
was conducted by the District 
Attorney, Dr. G. Sellett, and Mr.

. The present. charge is brought 
in connexion with an‘alleged arms 
deal between an. agent of a 
Géneral in an inland province and 
the defendant, in which the latter 


ammunition. Pursuant to the 
contract ‘entered. into between the 
parties, it was understood that the 
defendant, together with _another 
under: the assumed name of “John 
Doe Thompson,” were to deliver 
to the buyer, the agent of the’ 
General, two million rounds. of 
ammunition at approximately 
$73,200, It was alleged in the 
information that the defendant 
had misaypropriated the money in| 
quest: n, and declined to fulfil the, 
contract. ‘ 

Judgment of guilty was given 
on Friday by. Judge Milton D. 
Purdy. The Court's judgment 
was to be announced on Monday, 
the bail of the prisoner being. in- 
creased to Gold $20,000. 


Biting Conviction. 


“T haye a biting conviction that 
Crawley js guilty,” was part of the 
speech ‘elivered by the Judge at 
the close of the hearing, “in the 
first, place, the defendant witnesses 
convict themselves.. I don’t have 
the least doubt that the contracta, 
produced by the defence were 
forged. I can’t reach other. con- 
clusions, ] have’ examined the 
documents, having considered the’ 
testimony of the expert.witnesses 
for both sides, and my conclusion 
is that the signatures were traced. 
Widler is just as guilty.as Craw- 
ley, I can't place a,particle of 
confidence in the evidence of the 
defendants, they were deliberate 
fabrications. It ig a cruel and 
brutal robbery.” - wed 

The District: Attorney pointed 
out that under the cede the maxi- 
mum sentence for a charge of 
false “pretences. is ‘three years’ 
imprisonment. The fact that Mr, 
M.D. Yang came to Shanghai to 
buy two million rounds of am- 
munition had not been disputed.

GERMAN FIRM INAUGURATES 
LIGHT AND POWER. 


‘ Harbin, Oct. 11.

In the 
spring of Jast year-this firm began 
to work and Mr. Li Tye-shen be~ 
came president of the Harbin 
Electric Light .and Tramway 
Company and put all his energy 
into the business, Al] ‘through the 
past summer, work has been push- 
ed along and ‘the result ia that 
to-day Harbin at last has a tram 
service. Yesterday, ‘the company 
invited some 800. guests to .be 
present at the opening ceremony.
